$15 million budget for Departments 


Tewksbury sets ‘0’ quorum 
, for town meetings 


A Zero quorum for future 
Tewksbury town meetings was 
voted by a sparcely attended town 
meeting Tuesday night. Voters ap- 
proved a $14.9 million budget for 
town departments at earlier 
sessions of the meeting, which still 
had much work to complete at 
adjournment Tuesday. 

Finance committee Chairman 
Norman 0. Boudreau estimated at 
the first session of the town 
meeting that even if foncom 
recommendations were followed, 
the tax rate would jump $12 this 
year based on 1972 assessments 
Voters followed fincom 
recommendations on money 
matters with few exceptions. 

Observers Tuesday night 
predicted the zero quorum, ap- 
Proved by a 14962 vote, would be 
overturned at the next special or 
regular town meeting. The zero 


quorum will not go into effect until 
the state attorney general's office 
approves it. 

The present quorum of 478 will 
remain in effect for this month's 
town meeting. It is based on five 
per cent of the registered voters in 
the previous year's town election. 

TTA wanted quorum cut 

‘The zero quorum was set after a 
battle between for the 
Tewksbury Taxpayers Assn 
(TTA) and persons who opposed a 
TTA-sponsored article to reduce 
quorums to 200 persons, Boudreau 
motioned for the zero quorum 
figure after explaining his com- 
mittee sought to have the quorum 
figure reduced for years. 

‘Alan Shutz, vice-chairman of the 
TTA, called for a quorum of 200 
because, he said, many sessions of 
the town meeting didn’t have a 
quorum. In such situations, he

said, one person could prevent ac- 
tion by the meeting by simply 
questioning the quorum. 

Shutz drew attention to quorum 
problems at an earlier session of 
the town meeting. by questioning 
the quorum, but withdrawing the 
action after the crowd broke into 
an uproar over what he did. 

He later explained that he 
questioned the quorum to 
dramatize the need to lower the 
quorum figure. He said he didn’t 
believe any individual should have 
the right to block town meeting ac- 
tion by questioning the quorum.

The ‘first session of the Annual Town Meeting of 
Wilmington, held last Saturday, was very lightly attended 
by voters. There were only 470 voters in the afternoon ses- 
sion and 485 in the evening session, this in a town of over 8,- 
000 registered voters. 

The Town Meeting is to reconvene Saturday at 1:30 pm in 
the High School Gymnasium, and the meeting probably will 
be completed Saturday. Only 22 articles remain to be dis- 
cussed, and of these some will probably be of only a few 
minutes duration, while others are to be passed over without

Sewer Cmsr. Michael J. Firmeno 
said phase I would provide sewers 
to heavily populated South 
Tewksbury. He said further 
sewering is expected to provide 
service to 75-90 per cent of the 
town by 1994. He said the cost of 
sewering that percentage of homes 
would cost the town $65 million if 
funded over five years, or $120 
million if funded over 20 to 30 
years. 

Boudreau said phase I would 
cost taxpayers 98 cents on the tax 
rate in 1974, or from $3 to $6 in all 
on the average. 

In 1976, he said, phase 1 would 
cost $7.63 on the tax rate, or from 
$30 to $60 for the average taxpayer 
that year. Additional assessments 
would be made on homes and 
businesses actually served by 
sewers. 

Several critics spoke at length 
about an assessment formula 
being considered by the sewer 
commission. Cmsr. Earl C 
Roberts answered that the for- 
mula was only being considered, 
and the commission would hold 
hearings before actually setting a 
formula 

Paul J. Fansel, of 147 Lowe St., 
said many facts and figures in- 
volved in the sewer program 
weren't available yet. He joined 
other critics in asking the town 
meeting to cancel funding sewers 
for another year to give the sewer 


commission more time to gather 
information on the cost of 
sewering 

Firnino answered that the 
federal government wouldn't ap- 
prove aid for the program until 
after the town authorized funds.

In large cities, some 40 to 50 per cent of 
all the elderly were said to need some kind of 
housing subsidy. With Medicare premiums - 
climbing, one regional health care spokesman 
told the an older person might 
face $300 to $1,000 more in anmual medical 
bills if the Nixon cuts succeed. 

Congressman Harrington has some bi- 
partisan sympathy. 

Massachusetts Teachers Association 
president John A. M. Dow, Jr., says First Dist- 
rict Congressman Silvio O, Conte and Tenth 
District Congresswoman Margaret M. Heckler 
—both Republicans—were equally concerned 
about what he termed “Nixon's power grab” 
when he and other Association officials re- 
cently met with them in Washington. 

‘The lawmaker is also fighting a proposed 
end to funding the Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity, whose services range fromdrug abuse 
programs to meals for the elderly, from medi- 
cal to social. 

One Lynn official, concerned with hous- 
ing, charged that the Nixon budget will make 
the poor “fight among themselves for 
crumbs” as the Administration tries to pit

When the good doctor lived 
in that town, which is across the 
river from Portsmouth, N.H. it 
was a part of Massachusetts, and 
was called Kittery, Mass.

He was against ‘Howling 
Methodists"’ and wished “Death to 
Catholic Priests” and was vivid in 
his denunciation of ‘Lutheran Con- 
cubines"’ and ‘Infant Damnation” 
and the “Gospel in Ireland”. In 
other words he could make himself 
unliked and unwanted in almost 
any company, if he got going. 

So it is strange to relate that, in 
his later years, he was the organist 
of the Wilmington Congregational 
Church - there are a few 
who can recall this, with a 
chuckle. 

‘The organ, back about 80 years 
‘ago, was located in the front of the 
church, on the right side was as 
one faced the pulpit, about where 
the door to the Minister's Study is 
today.

Raytheon to keep water 

A town bylaw barring water to 
customers not located entirely 
within town boundries was 
amended to continue water service 
to a Raytheon Electronics plant 
located partly in Lowell, Billerica 
and Tewksbury. 

A company Spokesman said the 
firm cut its water use greatly in 
recent years. He added that the 
plant might have to close if water 
service from Tewksbury was cut 
off. Lowell water, he said, was too 
impure for the firm's use, and the 
water pressure in Billerica was too 
low to serve company needs. 

Voters turned down requests 
from the municipal building com- 
mittee for $205,000 to extend the 
highway and tree department gar- 
age and a $60,000 water commis- 
sion request to extend the water 
department garage. Instead, $5,- 
000 was voted to have plans drawn 
for a garage for a department of 
public works garage that would 
serve all departments. 

A total $233,000 appropriated in 
1972 for portable classrooms was 
reallocated to cut the 1973 tax rate 
under an article sponsored by 
Auditor Thomas J. Berube. 

Selectmen get consultants 

The selectmen gained $5,000 to 
pay for professional advice. 
Selectman Joseph J. Whelan said 
the funds were needed because in 
many cases the selectmen needed 
technical advice, such as in recent 
hearings on a propane permit for 
Lowell Gas Company, but had no 
funds to pay consultants. 

Another $5,000 was appropriated 
to provide engineers to advise the 
planning board at board meetings. 
‘The board had requested $15,000 
for engineers to advise at hearings 
and take over inspections of sub- 
divisions, which are now done by 
the road commission's consulting 
engineers. 

Funding of $25,750 and realloca- 
tion of another $4,250 in 1972 ap- 
propriations was approved to 
allow two-foot coutour maps of the 
entire town to be prepared, 

Candidates limited 

‘The TTA gained town accep- 
tance for an article to block any 
person from seeking more than 
one town office in any election 
Town Clerk John A. Hedstrom said 
state law allowed anyone to run for 
as many offices as he wanted in 
any one election, Selectman 
Frank A, Antonelli backed passage 
of the article, and said the at- 
torney general could determine if 
the action was illegal or not 

Voters turned down a TTA 
cle to require at least 300 affir- 
mative votes at a town meeting for 
any bylaw amendment.

down.

$30,000 for park 

‘The park commission and its ad- 
visory committee gained $30,000 to 
continue work on the Li 
Street Recreation Area. They had 
asked for $50,000 to complete the 
park. 

A total $20,000 was approved to 
staff and organize the town youth 
center. The park commission and 
Tewksbury Youth Center Inc., 
which will control the funds, asked 
for $25,000. 

Repairs to the police department 
garage totalling $15,000 were ap- 
proved, as was $5,000 to install a 
drainage system on Henry J. Drive 
and Pine Street to Chandler Street.
